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Response to Election/Restrictions Official Action 



Dear Sirs: 



In response to the Election/Restrictions Official Action mailed March 9, 2005, the 
applicant respectfully submits that the Examiner has incorrectly stated that "in the 
instant case the DNA of Group II can be used to express protein as opposed to 
being used to hybridize two a gene transcript". Applicant submits that DNA is not 
capable of being used to "express protein" rather DNA may be used to generate 
a RNA template from which ribosomes may assembly polypeptides/proteins. It is 
respectfully submitted that the generation of RNA from a DNA template is not a 
materially different process from that described for the DNA of Group II; in that 
the processes involved in replication and ensuring fidelity of replication involve 
hybridization of individual ribonucleotides to the DNA template prior to ligation to 
the nascent RNA strand with fidelity processes assessing the quality and 
character of hybridized polyribonucleotides. 

Therefore, the Applicant respectfully submits that Group I and Group II are 
related as product and process of use as neither can be shown: 

1 . The process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with 

another materially different product; or 
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2. The product as claimed can be used in a materially different process 

of using that product. 

The Applicant respectfully submits that it has traversed the Examiner's objection 
relating to the two distinct inventions present in Group I and Group II and elects 
for restriction to Group l/ll claims with species election of HASIVa and SEQ ID 
NO: 3. 

In the alternative the Applicant elects restriction of the invention to be examined 
to Group I with species election of HAS1 Va. 
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
